W ashington, May27.—The firs! vote 
on the tariff bill has been taken in the 
amate. 
It came after a two hours’ de­ 
bate on the item of boracic acid, 
which, although comparatively unim ­ 
portant, afforded an opportunify for 
th** first alignment of the various ele­ 
ments. 
Mr. Vest a Democratic mem­ 
ber of the finance committee, moved to 
make the rate on boracic acid 2 cents 
instead of 6 cents per pound os pro­ 
vided by the committee. This pre­ 
cented a direct issue between the com­ 
mittee aim the opponents of the bill. 
The amendment was defeated—yeas, 
; nays, 34. 
The vote was largely on 
party lines. The affirmative was made 
up of Iii Democrats and one Populist, 
Heitfeld. The negative was made up 
of 19 Republicans, 2 Democrats. Mc- 
Enery (La.) and W hite (Cal.), 2 Silver 
Republicans. Cannon (Utah) and Jones 
Nev.) and I Populist, Stewart (Nev.). 
Seven paragraphs of the bill were 
considered during the day, the commit­ 
tee being sustained ill each instance. 
The resolution was agreed to author­ 
izing the secretary of tho nauy to em­ 
ploy any suitable ship in forwarding 
relief supplies to India. 
Mr. White (Cal.), in benalf of the 
Democratic members of the finance 
committee, submitted a number of 
tables showing the articles on which 
the duties wen* from .TO to 75 per cent, 
from 75 to IOO per cent and over IOO 
per cent. 
In reply to questions by Mr. White, 
Mr. Aldrich, in charge of the bill, 
stated that he w’as unable to state the 
average ad valorem raft? tor tile entire 
bib or tho total nun.ber of amendments 
proposed. 
I he formal reading of the bill then 
began, and the senate was thus brought 
to the point of considering the meas­ 
ure bv purag:aphs.

finance committee, raising the duty on 
boracic acid from 4 to 5 cents per 
pound.

H* characterized the action of the com­ 
mittee us remarkable and said the pro­ 
posed duty of 5 cents was enormous. 
Mr. Aldrich replied that the projiosed 
rates was regarded as a proper protec-

that this rate was essential. 
Mr. Jones (Ark.) presented a pros­ 
pectus of an English company setting 
forth that it was about to purchase and 
consolidate the borax lunas and plants 
in Nevada, California and Oregon.

Bryant'* Translations. 
A fter Mrs. Bryant died, in 18R6, says 
Henry D. Sedgwick, Jr., iii The A tlan­ 
tic, Bryant betook himself for consola­ 
tion to the “ Ilia d ” and the “ Odyssey,’’ 
which he completely translated before 
December, 1871, at the age of 77. There 
are few things more touching than this 
com fort tenderly given by man to man 
across the gap of 2,600 years. 
Nothing 
furnishes a more eloquent argum ent of 
the worth of jioetry and of it.*' profound 
hum anity than this. The translation of 
Homer is a very personal m atter and 
seems to stir some of those fires in the 
hum an breast that burn only iii front of 
its own penates. Pope’s translation was 
a success, Cowpoxes was a success, so 
were Lord Derby's and Mr. B ryant’s. 
Mr. Lung aud his associates, also Pro­ 
fessor Palmer, have made excellent 
translations. 
All these renderings are very differ­ 
ent, one from another, and doubtless owe 
tin ir respective successes to the variety 
among readers. 
There is one class of 
people which has never read the Greek, 
another that has read and forgotten, a 
third and small class W'hich compares 
the translation and the original, and 
there are other persons still who con­ 
demn all translations of Homer w ithout 
reading them. B ryant’s work is said to 
be faithful to the original, but the sto­ 
ries of Ilium and of Odysseus feel some­ 
w hat ill at lase iii English blank verse. 
The Greek spirit is so different from 
. our spirit, the Greek language is so un­ 
like our language, that almost all trans­ 
lators, and Bryant among them, must 
rest content w ith uioderate praise. 


Th** (’aitiology of Chilblains. 
Ail em inent m edical man is authority 
for the statem ent that chilblains are of­ 
ten caused by the condition of the 
blood, and that they are curable by 
proper treatm ent.

Increasing tile coagulability of the blood 
wrought a complete cure in all cases.—

The vert mony of de­ 
livering the manuscript took place iii 
the spacious chamber of the house of 
representatives and was of a most ira* 
pri ssive narur . 
Besides the members 
of both brain bes of the general court, 
many prominent officials of the state 
and other distinguished citizens were 
present, while the gallery s of the house 
were filled \vi;h 
spectators. 
Afb r 
President Lawrence had called the joint 
convention to order, Governor Wolcott, 
accompanied by the executive council, 
Mr. Lavard, Senator George F. Hoar 
and several xMassaehueetts congressmen, 
entered the chamber. 
Formal proceed­ 
ings were opened by Clerk Coolidge of 
the senate, who read the decree of tho 
consistorial convention of London, en­ 
trusting the manuscript to Ambassador 
Bayard, to bo delivered by him in per­ 
son to Governor Wolcott of Massachu- 
setts. 
In closing, Mr. Bayard said to Gov­ 
ernor W olcott: 
“ Your excellency, I have fulfilled the 
trust which was committed to me, aud 
now p lace in your hands ti e manu­ 
script of Governor Bradford. 
I com­ 
mit this book, in pursuance of my obli­ 
gations, to the bishop of London, and 
gladly undertaken under the decree of 
the court. 
May it find a fitting resting 
place in this commonwealth.” 
Governor Walcott, after thanking 
Mr. Bayard for the faithful manner in 
which he had executed the trust im ­ 
posed upon him by the decree of the 
consistorial Episcopal chart in London 
aud refe rring to “ the grac.ous act of 
international courtesy wnich is now 
completed,” spoke of the esteem in 
which the document is held by the [Hoo­ 
ple of Massachusetts, pledged “ the 
faith of the commonwealth that for 
all time the manuscript shpmld be 


guarded 'in accoruaii. e Wien me it-rrar 
of the decree under which it wa- de 
livered into h* r possession as one o;

ed in regular order, w ith care, of course, 
to have the stock in uniform preparation 
and th** tiber as well preserved as possi­ 
ble, ami when in a pulpy condition the 
ingredients for stiffening the rail to n 
proper toughness and efficiency—so as to 
stand excessive wear and friction from 
the wheels and for im parting elasticity, 
smoothness and other requirem ents—are 
applied Q uantities of borax, litharge, 
paraffin wax, tanners’ grease, 
water 
proof fish gin**, rosin and fine cement 
are used in certain proportions, being 
added to the pulp while it is yet warm. 
M ixing follows, and the ingredients ase 
thoroughly combined with the filler. A 
quantity of shellac ami wood alcohol i 
next put into the m ixture, and the mass 
after being subjected to another stirring, 
is then allowed to settle.

GOLD AND SILVER PLATING. 


A Pro«M rim! Im D esc rib ed m S im p le by 


The bile wing i- a very simple method 
for gi ’n and silver plating: Take an 
ounce of nitrate of silver, winch 
is 
made a* follows: One ounce of tine sil­ 
ver. on* 
ounce nitric avid, one-half 
ounc e water. Put the silver into a Flor­ 
ence flask, then pour in the acid and 
Wate r. Place the Husk on tile sand bath 
for a few moments, taking care not to 
apply too much heat, and as soon as 
chemical action liecomes violent remove 
the flask to a cooler place and allow the 
action to go on until it nearly slacks, 
when, if thew* is any silver still remain­ 
ing, the* flask m aybe placed on the bath 
again until the silver disappears, lf the 
ariel employed is weak, it may Is* neces­ 
sary to add a little* more*. The red fumes 
formed when chemical action is p a n g 
on disappear when tin* ariel has demo its 
work. 
The nitrate of silver fornie*el during 
the above operation should Is* poured 
into a porcelain capsule* and heated un­ 
til a pellicle appear* on the ratface, 
when it may be* set aside to crystallize. 
The uncrystallized 
liquor should be 
poured from the crystals intel another 
vessel and heat applied until ii has 
evaporated sufficiently to crystallize. 
Then you have* nitrate* of silver, 
lake* 
an ounce of nitrate of silver, dissolve* in 
a quart of distilled rainwater. 
When 
thoroughly dissolved, throw in a few 
crystals elf hyposulphite of soela, which 
w ill at first form a brown precipitate*, 
but which becomes redissolved if enough 
hyposulphite has been added. 
Tliere 
must be present a slight excess eit this 
salt. 
The solution is now* complete. 
Take a sponge, dip it in Ult sedation 
and rub it over the* work to Im* plat* el. 
A solution of golel may Is* made in 
the same way and applied as eleserits*d. 
A concentrated solution of either golel 
or silver may la* useel for work that has 
ben*n worn off by applying it w ith a 
carneTs hair brush aud touching it with 
a strip of zinc. The writer has use*el this 
nmtluiel w ith tim most satisfactory suc­ 
cess. The golel or silver used in making 
must be perfectly fine.--Jew elers Cir­ 
cular.

through the liars of the grate in fr(» nt. 
To start the fire in tlie luorning ail that 
is n« ‘<'ess« ry is to touch a lighted match 
to file <*nd of that tarred roi« ' yarn. 
Some, of this tarred netting has Iweii 
sold to start the fire in l» K'omotive,s. 
Such a thing is not unheard of as the 
use of cottiin waste and iul for this p ur­ 
p ose, hut a slu <‘t of old tarred netting 
laid over tlie grate bars beats the cotton 
waste out of sight.

FOR STARTING 'IHE FIRE. 


Th#- I *f* to W h irl, th** Fi'kiter in an P u t* III* 
l>l«w an teri Xi h . 
In the majority of liotiwholtN an old 
DCWSpA]tcr is the material most nim* 
monly list'd to start a fire, and tie* ad­ 
justment of this, material is a m atter of 
considerable art, Titer*' should Is* enough 
of it to make a flame sufficient to ignite 
the wood laid upon it. and it should be 
put 
iii with just the right dog ice of 
looseness so that the air will eireulate 
through it mid make it burn freely and 
to the Im -t advantage. 
But there are 
houses iii which paper is never used for 
this purjMXH'— the homes of fishermen. 
Here, year in and year out, day after 
•lay, the fire m started with a chunk of 
discards! tarred netting, and there is 
nothing like it. 
When a net gets tender, so that it is 
likely .to burst when a body of kelp or 
seaweed floats against it in a tide way, 
or to break with a lug catch of fish, it 
is condemned. 
It may be whole and 
look all right, hut it doesn’t pay to take 
any risks with it. Borne fishermen using 
a considerable number of nets may have 
half a ton of such netting in a year. 
They use it to start fires, and give away 
some of it. 
Formerly they sold it for 
junk, and they do so now occasionally, 
though not so much as they did. 
It. 
bring* a cent a pound. 
This netting has Is-en tarred again 
and again with fine, thin tar und it is 
thoroughly Maturated. 
The net may lie 
6 feet dei p. A length of it is rolled up, 
and the roll is then flattened down. The 
flattened roll may he ii inches wide, aud 
it is cut off with an ax into chunks of 
pcrhapa a foot in length, just enough to 
lie nicely nu the grat** of a kitchen 
range. 
It i a thoroughly dried before it 
is used. 
It all ignites quickly, and 
bums fiercely aud uniformly, with a 
bluish flame and rather a pleasant odor. 
A [nois ily laid 
fire with a section of 
old tarns! netting to start it never goes 
out. Whoever attends to the kitchen 
fire iii the fisherman'n house prepares it, 
if possible, the night before anil pulls a 
strand from 
the tarred netting out 
through the bars of the grate in front. 
To start the tire in the hioriiing all that 
is necessary is to touch a lighted match 
to the end of that tarred rojs yarn. 
Home of this tarred netting has been 
sold to start the fire in locomotives. 
Such a thing is not unheard of as the 
ase of cotton waste aud oil for this pur- ! 
pose, but a sheet of old tarred netting 
laid over the grate bars beats the cotton 
waste out of sight. 
Still, locomotives 
have multiplied and tarred netting cuts 
no figure as a means of starting ti;.' fire 
iii them. 
it is perhaps now used for 
that purpose, if at all, only on roads 
running through or near fishing dis­ 
tricts. 
And, uh said, it is now rarely 
sold. The fisherman uses it to start Ins 
ow ii fire, and tin* man who ha* more 
than ho wants gives to his neighbor.— 
New York Hun.

genuine pain. 
Tho question of alter­ 
ation in vascular supply is hypothet­ 
ical, but venesection, cool or warm ap­ 
plications and other hydrotherapeutic 
measures are certainly us< ful, and the 
effect may lie in some measure due to 
suggestion.
